Bishop McKinney. He further 
said, “every since God trans- 
formed the Church with the 
Holy Ghost, the Church’s 
manner of worship has been 
awsome!”’

SERMON 


THE CHURCH’S 
TRUE MISSION 


St. Matthew 16:13-18 


Matthew (meaning gift of 
Jehovah) was the tax-collector 
who was called by Jesus from his 
desk at the frontier town of 
Capernaum. He became one of 
the twelve Apostles and was by 
tradition, the author of the First 
Gospel, written for Jews by a 
Jew, which presented Jesus as 
the Messiah. 


The Calling of Matthew: 


The call of Matthew is related 
in each of the first three Gospels, 
though the name given in Mark 
and Luke is “Levi” as Simon was 
called Peter, “the Rock,” and 
Thomas called Didymus, “the 
twin,” so probably Levi became 
known as Matthew, “the gift of 
God.” 


Historically, the Church repres- 
ented in Greek as Ekklasia, was 
the assembly of many popular 
meetings, especially of religious 
congregations, Jewish syn- 
agogues housed temporarily a 
community of members on earth 
or saints in heaven or both. 


Even today, the Church is a 
building for Christian worship. 
Regular religious services and 
public worship are conducted. A 
local congregation of Christians, 
usually of a distinct denomina- 
tional body having a common 
faith and discipline gather reg- 
ularly in today’s churches. 


The Church is still a place of 
fulfillment. One may go to 
church in a depressing mood, but 
listen to the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ attentively, and realize 
that Jesus said ‘Peace I leave 
with you; my peace I give unto 
you: not as the world giveth, give 
I unto you. Let not your heart 
be troubled, neither let it be 
afraid.” (St. John 14:27). A heart 
filled with depression should 
just vanish away. 


Let’s look at the Foundation and 
Head of the Church. The Church 
is built upon that which is solid 
and unmovable. 


“Now therefore ye are no more 
strangers and _ foreigners, 
(sojourners), but fellow citizens 
with the saints, and of the 
household of God; and are built 
upon the foundation of the apos- 
tles and prophets, Jesus Christ 
himself being the Chief Corner- 
stone; in whom all the building 
fitly framed together groweth 
unto a holy temple in the Lord: 
In whom ye also are builded 
together for an habitation of God 
through the spirit.” (Ephesians 
2:19-22) 


God’s Love and care for the 
church. You must realize that 
God genuinely loves your 
Church, and he will guide its 
development. He gave us the 
assurance, when he spoke 
through the prophet Isaiah. 


“In that day sing ye unto her, 
A vineyard of red wine. I the 


Lord do keep it; I will water it 
every moment: lest any hurt it, 
I will keep it night and day.” 
(Isaiah 27:2, 3) 


“Turn, O backsliding children, 
saith the Lord: for Iam married 
unto you: and I will take you one 
of a city, and two of a family, 
and I will bring you to Zion: and 
I will give you pastors (she- 
pherds) according to mine heart, 
which shall feed you with knowl- 
edge and understanding.”’ (Jere- 
miahi3314, 15): 


Peter told us to cast all our cares 
upon Him (God) for he careth for 
us. It is a fact that God cares, 
and He will bless us: but we 
must first humble ourselves 
before Him. 


David also gave us some very 
important instructions. He said 
“Trust in the Lord, and do good; 
so shalt thou dwell in the land, 
and verily thou shalt be fed. 
Delight thyself also in the Lord; 
and he shall give thee the desires 
of thine heart.” This is how we 
receive God’s blessings! ‘“‘Com- 
mit thy way unto the Lord; trust 
also in him; and he shall bring 
it to pass.” (Psalm 37:3-5) 


The Church has a special evan- 
gelistic mission. The Church is 
divinely commissioned by Jesus 
Christ. We as church members 
should be up and about our 
Father’s business. Jesus said to 
The Called, “Go ye therefore, 
and teach (make disciples of) all 
nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost.” 
(Matt. 28:19) 


It is very important that the 
Church impart some spiritual 
enlightenment to the world. The 
world cannot see Jesus unless 
they be instructed how to come 
to Him; and only The Called 
Ones can instruct the world how 
to get toJesus. We must get their 
attention, arouse their interest, 
and then sell them the goods. 
And they who are aroused will 
come looking for the evidence of 
what we said Jesus will do for 
them. For the prophet said 
“*...many people shall go and say, 
Come ye, and let us go up to the 
mountain of the Lord, to the 
house of the God of Jacob; and 
he will teach us of his ways, and 
we will walk in his paths; for 
out of Zion shall go forth the law, 
and the word of the Lord from 
Jerusalem.” (Isaiah 2:3) 


The Church is Holy, therefore 
we can see the holiness of the 
Church in the words of God. 


“For I am jealous over you with 
godly jealousy: for I have 
espoused you to one husband, 
that I may present you as a 
chaste virgin to Christ.” (II Cor. 
11:2)

himself a glorious church, not 
having spot or wrinkle, or any 
such thing; but that it should be 
holy and without blemish.” 
(Ephesians 5:27)

REDEMPTION 
OF THE BELIEVER 


By The term Redemption,we 
may be referring to God’s plan 
in Christ, for the bringing of 
human beings from their miser- 
able state of sin, degradation, 
and death--all the way to the 
throne of His Glory. 


To Redeem a thing or person, is 
to restore it or that person to the 
rightful and lawful owner. For 
the concept of Redemption, 
implies that something has been 
taken away from where it 
belongs by legal sale, forfeiture, 
deceit or by force. In order for 
Redemption to take place, some- 
one must come up with the price 
of Redemption. See Lev. 25:25- 
30 


Before there can be a Redemp- 
tion, there must be a Redeemer. 
In time past, when God’s chosen 
people were governed through 
the medium of Therocracy 
EXCLUSIVELY, (with reference 
to material possessions) God 
allowed one’s nearest of kin 
(blood related) to become the 
Redeemer of one’s possessions 
that were sold or lost for life 
survival. See Ruth 4:1-8 vv 


In the case of wrong doing 
(transgression), wherein man 
brought about the provocation of 
God’s wrath, such transgression 
had to be dealt with in some form 
of restitution. See Leviticus 8:14- 
l5vv. Hebrew 9:19-22vv 


As we all know that the price 
of Redemption was paid with the 
ATONING BLOOD OF JESUS 
on the Cross of Calvary. See I 
Peter 1:18-2lvv 


The Bible speaks of VARIOUS 
TYPES OF REDEMPTIONS, 
but let us at this time deal with 
THE REDEMPTION OF THE 
BELIEVER. 


The PLAN OF REDEMPTION 
FOR THE Believer, includes the 
movement of the INDIVIDUAL 
CHRISTIAN (believer) from 


ELDER O’NEAL 


their INITIAL RECONCILIA- 
TION to God through the Cross 
of Jesus Christ, all the way to 
their becoming ONE in the 
Father and the Son. 


The development of the INDI- 
VIDUAL CHRISTIAN (believer) 
and of the WHOLE CHURCH are 
closely related, for THE 
CHURCH is made up of INDI- 
VIDUAL CHRISTIANS (believ- 
ers), and the perfection of the 
WHOLE depends upon the per- 
fection of EACH counterpart. 


It is true, that THE GROWTH 
of the individual Believer (the 
overcoming follower), may NOT 
be on the SAME schedule as 
THE (CHURCH? Sfor “HE 
CHURCH is moving rapidly on 
MANY fronts today, and many 
Believers have come ONLY as 
far as the CONVOCATION OF 
PENTECOST, however, there 
are some yet at the first gate of 
the PRINCIPLES OF SALVA- 
TION (the three definite works 
of Grace); REGENERATION- 
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JUSTIFICATION. (See Heb. 6:1- 
6 Also Romans 5:1-2, 17-18; II 
Tim. 2:19-21vv) 


There are SEVERAL BIBLICAL 
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J. Martin, Assistant State 
Mother and District Missionary, 
and other State and District 
Officials, and a host of former 
members, friends, and family. 


In 1925, Mother Lydia B. Tate 
was over the Boosting Jesus 
Circle Prayer Band in her home. 
Sometimes they would praise 
and magnify the Lord until 


morning and when leaving they 
would meet and greet the milk- 
man delivering his early morn- 
ing milk. Many of the members 
received the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost by attending Dr. George 
Wilson Becton’s meetings. Evan- 
gelist Becton anointed Mother 
Tate’s home from the basement 
to the 3rd floor and prophesied 
that the Boosting Jesus Circle 
Prayer Band would produce a 
Church. 


April 21, 1936, the Boosting 
Jesus Circle Prayer Band pro- 


duced a church, the All Saints 
Gospel Feast Holiness Church. 
The late Elder James L. Ward, 
Sr., was made Pastor. In 1949, 
the All Saints Gospel Feast 
Holiness Church united with the 
Church of God in Christ. Elder 
Ward was a dynamic preacher. 


Two of the original 11 charter 
members are yet living and are 
members of the Kossuth Church 
of God in Christ; Mother Kissie 
McAllister, age 93; and Mother 
Luella Langford, age 85. Mother 
McAllister cannot attend service 
as she desires because of confine- 
ment to a wheelchair. She is 
unbelievably mentally alert. She 
keeps herself busy by crocheting 
and knitting. She loves to talk 
of the early days of our church. 
“The church was the Saints 
hospital. If you had a headache, 
you could lay your head in one 
of the Saints lap with the gift 
of healing, and the headache 
would Go!”’ Mother Langford is 
a worker. She joined the Usher 
Board in 1947, and is still usher- 
ing today. She is the local and 
State President of Ushers. 


April 12, 1959, a new location 
was dedicated at 4215 Kossuth 
and the Church became known 
as the Kossuth Church of God 
in Christ. God continued to bless 
the Church. The Prayer Band 
was a part of the foundation. 
Through the Prayer Band mov- 
ing from house to house, God 
added to the Church such as 
should be saved. Revivals were 
held to keep the Saints revived, 
shut-in’s were held that God 
would continue to visit us. 
Sinners were delivered. 


May 19, 1974, Elder Ward 
preached his last sermon. The 
next day he had his third and 
final stroke. He had one stroke, 
previously, while preaching that 
twisted his face. The Elders and 
Deacons took him to the back 
and prayed until his face 
straightened. This last stroke 
the doctors said “could be the 
boss.” Elder David Causey offi- 
ciated over the Church. 


God was preparing a man, 
Robert D. Strong. Bro. Strong 
was saved January 1971. He was 
very active in the Prayer Band. 
The Prayer Band Leader, Mis- 
sionary LeVerna O’Neal, would 
ask Bro. Strong to dismiss 
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and worship conducted during 
the convention. 


The Hotels were filled to over- 
flow and many saints commuted 
daily. The staff which handle 
the convention must be recog- 
nized for their hard work and 
professionalism. Success is a 
great thing to witness and the 
women are setting the standard 
by which all others are mea- 
sured. Dr. Mattie McGlothen 
and staff have to be praising God 
for the convention. 


Bishop Charles Blake and 
Mother Lillian Morris proved to 
be gracious hosts to the saints. 
The nearly 3500 red card dele- 
gates and hundreds of other 
saints enjoyed the good Califor- 
nia hospitality. 


During the convention, the 
saints shared in the daily prayer 
and exhortation services con- 
ducted by Bishop Ithiel Clem- 
mons and Evangelist Elsie 


Shaw. These two prayer war- 
riors made each day a spiritual 
reawakening. They prepared the 
convention goers for the bounty 
of worship sessions. The conven- 
tion was generous to the dele- 
gates, as well prepared staff met 
the saints each day. Dr. St. 
Carrie Dinwiddle, Dr. Gwen- 
dolyn Howard, Mrs. Odessa 
Newman, Mrs. Geraldine 
Wright conducted women’s 
workshops. Men’s workshops 
were conducted by Bishop 
George McKinney, Ph.D and 
Franklyn E. Knight. The ever 
present workers from the Mis- 
sions Department were on hand 
to share. Elder J. W. Denny and 
Mrs. Julia Burton did their 
normally excellent job. 


The theme of the convention 
was beautifully explicated by 
many well prepared presenters 
and summarizers. The theme 
was, Women Of Understanding 
Meeting Today’s Crisis.” The 
convention journal prefaced the 
theme with the following, ‘““This 
year, our theme seeks to spo- 
tlight the Woman who possesses 
the indispensable element of 
wisdom. Both the church and 
the world faces destructive cri- 
sis. To be sure crisis are not 
averted through verbal, physi- 
cal, or even psychological reta- 
liation. It takes wisdom to know 
how to handle the death threat- 
ening crisis that looms about us. 
Foolish men and women who 
lack good understanding tend to 
make their homes, the church, 
and the world a war zone.” 


Wise women seek peace. They 
not only seek peace, but they 
surrender themselves a channel 
through which God can bring 
peace to a potentially explosive 
situation. Women of good under- 
standing are indispensable to 
world peace. Abigail, the woman 
of our text is an excellent exam- 
ple of a woman of good under- 
standing, who was used to avert 
death and destruction for her 
family, as well as herself. (Scrip- 
ture: I Samuel 25) Women from 
around the country developed 
inspiring presentations on the 
text. 


Another outstanding highlight 
was the memorial tribute to 
Mother Deborah Indiana Mason 


Patterson. She will never be 
forgotten by the saints. Mrs. 
Madge Cyars presented a slide 
presentation on the many activ- 
ities of Mother Patterson, which 
depicted her life and times; 
furthermore her deep involve- 
ment in the ministry of the 
church. Mrs. Irene Oakley gave 
a thoughtful reflection about the 
woman we all knew and loved. 
Elder Otis Massey presented the 
Deborah Patterson Scholarship 
Award from the Charles Harri- 
son Mason Foundation. 


Friday night, the Presiding 
Bishop J. O. Patterson, Sr., and 
members of the General Board 
were on hand. Bishop Patterson 
preached a blessed message. 
Before the bishop preached, his 
daughter, Janet sang a solo. 
Before singing she testified of 
overcoming her illness. 


BELIEVER 
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INDICATIONS that the Believ- 
er’s Redemption is MORE than 
a ONCE-FOR-ALL event, yet the 
beginning of Salvation in the 
Believer’s life, is CLEAR-CUT 
and DECISIVE, however, the- 
re’re many indications that 
Salvation is a CONTINU- 
OUSLY DYNAMIC PROCESS 
for GROWTH and MATURITY. 
(See Acts 9th and 10th Chapters) 


There are SEVEN OLD TESTA- 
MENT CONVOCATIONS that 
can be closely associated with 
the New Testament 
counterparts. 


1. PASSOVER--Jesus on the 
Cross; Eating the Lord’s Supper; 
Protection from judgement 
through the blood of Jesus. See 
Exodus 12:3-7, I Cor. 11:23-3lvv 


2. UNLEAVENED BREAD-- 
Jesus in the heart of the earth; 
Water baptism; Death to the 
world; Crucifixion with Christ; 
Sincere repentance. See Ex. 
12:15, I Cor. 5:6-8vv 


3. FIRST FRUITS--Jesus raised 
from the dead; Resurrection 
with Jesus; The born again 
experience. See Lev. 22:29-30 I 
Cor. 15:20-23 vv 


4. PENTECOST--Jesus sends 
us the Holy Ghost (baptism); 
Latter rain (periods of refresh- 
ing); Gifts of the Spirit. See 
Deut. 16:9-10; Acts 2:1-4, I Corin- 
thians 12:1-11 vv. 


5. TRUMPETS--Christ the 
King returns; The day of the 
Lord; The army of the Lord (the 
Saints) overcome all the enemies 
of the earth. See Num. 10:9-10, 
I Cor. 15:52, I Thess. 4:16, Eph. 
6:10-18 


6. DAY OF ATONEMENT-- 
Jesus forgives and cleanses all 
who confesses, repents and 
comes to Him; Puts to death the 
deeds of the body; The believer 
is transformed (mind is 
renewed) See Lev. 23:27-28, 
Romans 10:8-13, Romans 12:1-2, 
John 1:29 


7. TABERNACLES--Our bodies 
become the temporary dwelling 
places for the Holy Ghost; The 
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mortal body is redeemed; The 
consummation of our salvation 
(the overcomers); The recipient 
of the New Jerusalem. See Levi- 
ticus 23:33-44, Revelation 21st 
Chapter 


We may notice that, PENTE- 
COST is near the MIDDLE of 
the BELIEVER’S REDEMP- 
TION PROCESS, which is the 
BAPTISM OF THE HOLY 
GHOST EXPERIENCE for most 
of us, however as can be seen, 
if we CONTINUE TO GROW IN 
GRACE, we may become FULL 
RECIPIENTS OF ALL that God 
has prepared for them that love 
Him. 


See 1... Coni2-OynMan 12:9: 
Romans 8:16-17, Galatians 3:26- 
29, I Tim. 4:6-8, Rev. 22:1-14 


(E. J. O’Neal) 
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because he was the only man 
present with all the women; his 
wife, Sis. Jaynes Strong, being 
one of them. Eventually the 
Prayer Band Leader asked Bro. 
Strong to speak. The Lord 
inspired Bro. Strong greatly. 


Some God-given way he began 
to teach regularly. In the Prayer 
Band the speaker wasn’t the 
main attraction, what the Holy 
Ghost was doing had everyone’s 
attention. As the attention was 
fastened upon the Holy Ghost, 
the Saints magnified the Lord 
and the Holy Ghost delivered 
people as they came in among 
them. 


God dealt with Bro. Strong 
during Elder Ward’s incapacita- 
tion. God revealed to Sis. Earline 
Ward, Elder Ward’s wife, and 
Missionary LeVerna O’Neal, 
that Bro. Strong would be the 
Pastor of Kossuth. Elder Ward 
died in May 1975, Bro. Strong 
wasn’t ready yet, the Church 
was in a crisis situation. The 
Church prayed and fasted as 
never before. God had the late 
Bishop William Turner to 
appoint an elderly man, Elder 
Henry Phillips, to be the Pastor. 


Elder Phillips died later the same 
year. The Bishop returned to the 
Church several times after Elder 
Phillips’s death to see who the 
Church wanted as Pastor. They 
had no recommendation. 
Finally, the Bishop returned and 
told Bro. Strong that God told 
him to appoint him as Pastor. 
Bro. Strong told the Bishop he 
wasn’t a minister and had no 
desire to be the Pastor. He 
consented to officiating until 
someone was appointed. During 
the officiating time God con- 
tinued to prove himself to Bro. 
Strong and on April 17, 1977, 
Bro. Strong was installed as 
Elder Robert D. Strong, Sr., 


Pastor, Kossuth Church of God 
in Christ. Elder Strong’s 
members call him Bro. Bob, he 
is a Man with a Vision and the 
Man for the Hour. 


Elder Strong has a beautiful wife 
and 7 children. Their three 
oldest children are saved. There 
are many accomplishments 
made by Elder Strong in his 9 
years as Pastor; many of the 
Church’s young people are saved 
and Kossuth built a new edifice 
and dedicated the new Church 
April 17, 1983. Our 50th Golden 
Jubilee Anniversary theme was 
Proverbs 22:28 ‘“Remove not the 
ancient landmark which thy 
fathers have set.” Elder Strong 
preaches and teaches the unadul- 
terated Word of God and is an 
example of his teachings. We are 
a Church that yet believes in 
prayer, fasting, studying God’s 
Word, attending Church servi- 
ces regularly, women dressing 
becoming godliness, aged 
women teaching the younger 
women, no buying or selling in 
the church, all unrighteousness 
is sin, holiness or hell. 


We proclaim the whole month of 
April as Jubilee Month. When 
compiling our souvenir book we 
recognized that significant parts 
of Kossuth’s history were per- 
formed in April: (1) the original 
charter and Elder Ward made 
Pastor, April 21, 1936, (2) ded- 
icatorial service for new loca- 
tion, 4215 Kossuth, April 12, 
1959, (3) installation of Elder 
Robert Strong, April 17, 1977, 
and (4) dedicatorial service for 


new edifice at 3801 Clarence 
April 17, 1983. In the Bible, 
Exodus 12:2, when God deli- 
vered Israel from Egypt, He said 
that would be the beginning of 
months for them, that month 
corresponds with our month of 
April. Only God could arrange 
our history as such. Praise God 
with us for what He has done!

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REV. JOSEPH R. WILLIAMS 


Rev. Joseph Williams was born 
in Houston, Tx., to the paren- 
tage of Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
Williams, June 21, 1911. He 
received his early education in 
public schools of Houston. 


In 1939, he was saved ina revival 
conducted by Elder Joel Haynes, 
under the leadership of Elder G. 
F. Lee in Waxahachie, Tx. He 
was called to the ministry in 
1942, and preached his first 
sermon in Hawaii at the Hawaii 
Rescue Mission Church. 


Rev. Williams and Ms. Gladys 
Alexander were united in holy 
matrimony, Oct. 24, 1940 and 
eleven children were born to this 
union. 


In July 1942, he was inducted 
into the U.S. Army where he 
served until Oct. 1945, as a 
Technical Supply Sergeant. He 
received two medals, Asiatic- 
Pacific and Good Conduct 
Medal. 


A man of wisdom and strong 
social consciousness, he has left 
a legacy of service to humanity. 
During the height of segregation 
in Dallas, Texas, he stood before 
the Dallas County School Board 
as a spokesman against the Lily 
White Segregationists, fighting 
successfully for a school in the 
black neighborhood. 


In 1951, Elder Williams dedi- 
cated his service as a pastor in 
the Carver Heights Area. He 
began a work for the Lord in a 
barn and from there to a tin 
building on Camel Court. He led 
his congregation into debt and 
out of debt. From this humble 
beginning the Lord blessed him 
and his congregation to pur- 
chase the Open Door COGIC 
located at 2651 Gooch Street 
where he served as pastor until 
his demise. 


Elder Williams served faithfully 
as a pioneer doctrinal leader, 
standing firm in his convictions. 
In his homegoing, Texas Nor- 
theast Jurisdiction has lost one 
of its most faithful and dedicated 
pastors. 


Although his health failed, his 


steps were slow, Elder Williams 
was a man with dignity and 
respect. As a Father in the 
gospel, he will be remembered

for his pioneering efforts and 
strong religious leadership. 


Elder Williams attended his last 
service at Open Door COGIC in 
July, 1985, and he preached from 
the scripture text, ‘Behold I 
come quickly and my reward is 
with me, to give to every man 
according as his works shall be.” 
Rev. 22:12. He departed this life 
on Oct. 24, 1985, and memorial 
services were held at Saintsville, 
Texas Northeast Headquarters. 
The eulogy was given by Bishop 
J. Neaul Haynes, Prelate Texas 
Northeast, General Board 
Member, COGIC. 
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He leaves to cherish his memo- 
ries, a loving wife, Mrs. Gladys 
Alexander Williams, who stood 
by him in sickness and health; 
four daughters, Ms. Victoria 
Williams, Mrs. Glenda Williams 
Goodson, Ms. Sherron Williams 
and Mrs. Judi Williams Welch, 
all of Dallas, Tx.; seven sons, 
Messrs. Samuel J. Williams, 
Frank E. Williams, Paul L. 
Williams, Robert L. Williams, 
Sherman Williams, Norman V. 
Williams, all of Dallas, Tx., and 
Herman Williams of Houston, 
Tx.; twenty-three grandchild- 
ren; the Open Door Church 
Family; one aunt, Mrs. Ruby 
White and a host of other rel- 
atives and friends.

Mattie Laws was born on April 
5, 1914 in Hearn, Texas, to the 
parents of Johnny and Carrie 
Cotton. She was saved at an 
early age at Love Sanctuary 
Church of God in Christ in Fort 
Worth, Texas. She moved to 
California in 1960 and became 
a member of Bethel Church of 
God in Christ. 


Mother Laws became a prayer 
warrior for the Churches here 
in Santa Barbara. She worked

She 
was in prayer with Sister Ber- 
nadetta Hawks when God called
